SMALLER  COAL  BILLS. 


A    Device    that   Uses   as    Fuel     the 
Combustible  Gases  from  Coal. 

Some  one  has  said  that  long  before  the 
world's  coal  gives  out  some  smart  Amer- 
ican will  discover  a  method  of  bottling  up 
enough  of  the  sun's  heat  to  serve  all  pur- 
poses, and  will  place  it  on  sale  at  prices 
that  will  discount  the  figures  of  the  coal 
barons.  The-  ti  ne  when  that  Yankee 
feat  shall  be  demanded  is,  however,  likely 
to  be  considerably  deferred  by  a  recent 
invention  which  greatly  augments  the 
combustion,  and  therefore  decreases  the 
cost  of  coal.     It   is  called  the  ^Solipyle. 

The  ^Ejolipyle  is  an  apparatus  applied 
to  the  smoke  pipe  of  furnaces,  low  pres- 
sure steam  boil  rs  and  hot  water  heaters, 
and  to  quote  from  the  manufacturer's  cir- 
cular its  "primary  object  is  to  supply  the 
air  necessary  for  the  proper  burning  of 
the  coal  at  a  temperature  sufficiently  high 
to  cause  the  gas  from  the  coal  to  burn  in 
the  furnace. "  How  important  this  is  may 
be  estimated  when  it  is  known  that  this 
gas,  which  usually  escapes  unconsumed 
up  the  chimney,  equals  at  least  40  per  cent 
of  the  heat  value  of  the  coal. 

This  very  useful  device  reverses  all  ex- 
isting methods  in  that,  with  it  the  ash-pit 
door  is  kept  closed,  and  very  little  air  is 
allowed  to  enter  below  the  grate.  Instead, 
hot  air  is  applied  on  top  of  the  coal,  and 
produces  perfect  combustion,  thus  secur- 
ing the  radiation  of  an  amount  of  heat 


equalling  the  heat  value  of  the  gas  which 
by  the  old  methods  escapes. 

Another  advantage  of  using  the  .£voli- 
py'e  is  that  it  effects  a  vast  s-aving  of  time 
and  labor,  for  with  it  all  the  coal  is  con- 
sumed and.  therefore,  no  clinkers  remain 
—only  pure  ashes.  So  no  sifting  is  neces- 
sary; and,  as  the  fire  need  only  be  shaken 
once  a  day,  even  in  the  coldest  weather, 
and  but  two  or  three  times  a  week  in  the 
mild  season,  you  can,  with  slight  care, 
keep  your  house  night  and  day  at 
an  even  temperature  throughout— even 
the  rooms  which  you  have  found  difficult 
to  heat.  Still  another  important  consid- 
eration is  that  by  using  the  iEolipyle  the 
grates  will  last  practically  as  long  as  the 
heater  itself,  whereas  by  the  old  methods 
they  have  to  be  replaced  every  year  or 
two.
